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US, tech firms agree 
on spy agency data 
disclosure 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States agreed to give 
technology firms the ability 
to publish broad details of 
how their customer data has 
been targeted by US spy 
agencies, officials said Mon¬ 
day. 

Facing a legal challenge 
and a furious public debate. 
Attorney General Eric Holder 
and Director of National In¬ 
telligence James Clapper said 
tli e c omp am es wo uld now b e 
allowed to disclose figures on 
c o nsum er a c co unts re - 
quested 

The administration is act¬ 
ing to allow more detailed 
disclosures about die number 
of national security orders 
and requests issued tc cam- 
mum cations providers, 4 ' the 
officials said in a j oint state¬ 
ment 

In a letter to tech giants 
Facebook, Google, Linkedln, 
Microsoft and Yahoo, the 
Justice Department freed 
them to release the approxi¬ 
mate number of customer ac¬ 
counts targeted 

President Barack Ob ama's 
administration has faced 
pressure from the tech sector 
following leaked documents 
outlining vast surveillance of 
online and phone communi¬ 
cations. The companies have 
said the reports have already 


begun to affect their business. 

Facebook, Google, 

Li nke d In, M i era s o ft and 
Yahoo, which sued for the 
right to publish more data, 
said in a joint statement they 
were pleased with the settle¬ 
ment. 

"We filed our lawsuits be¬ 
cause we believe that the 
public has a right to know 
about the volume and types 
of national security requests 
we receive," the companies 
said 

"We're pleased the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice has agreed 
that we and other providers 
can disclose this information. 
While this is a very positive 
step, we'll continue to en¬ 
courage Congress to take ad¬ 
ditional steps to address all of 
the reforms we believe are 
needed." 

Under the agreement filed 
with the secretive Foreign In¬ 
telligence Surveillance Court, 
the companies will be able to 
disclose the numbers, within 
ranges 

They will have an option 
to reveal within bands of 
1,000 the numbers of "na¬ 
tional security letters" and 
specific court orders. Another 
option will be to disclose, in 
bands of 250, all the national 
security requests, lumped to¬ 
gether.

An Expo this week in 
UNOCA on the life of Gandhi 
and ether artifacts of India 


This weekend India celebrated 
65 th Anniversary of its Repub¬ 
lic Day On tins occasion, In¬ 
dian Association of Aruba is 
organizing, with eo operation 
of UNACO, an exhibition on 
Indian artifacts and life and 
philosophy d£ Mahatma 
Gandhi. We invite people in 
Aruba to visit the expo in 
Unooa from 9 am to 5 pm until 
Friday the 31st January. 

Gandhiji was a reformer, 
freedom fighter and a great vi¬ 
sionary from India. He studied 
bar-at-law m London and 
started lus legal practice in 
India. In IE93, he was sent by 
one of Ins clients to Durban in 
South Africa to represent him 
for a few months During his 
train journey from Durban to 
Pretoria, he was thrown out of 
a first class railway compart¬ 
ment on tlie wishes of a white 
passenger even though he had 
a valid ticket. This histone 
journey brought him face to 
face with the stark realities of 
British rule and he stayed there 
for 21 years until all Ins main 
demands were met by British 
colonizers. An American biog¬ 
rapher wrote, "General Smuts 
did what eveiy other Govern¬ 
ment that ever opp Dsed Gandhi 
had to do - he yielded ' 

As a child, he was shy and 
timid but his personal experi¬ 
ence of indignities obliged him 
to tap his hidden moral re¬ 
sources and turned this ordi¬ 
nary p erson in to " Mahatma- A 
Great Soul'. His principles of 
non-violence & truth gave 
courage to millions of un¬ 
armed people all over the 
world as they got attention and 
admiration of the world The 
story of this great miracle is 


also the story of Gandhi's life. 

His work in South Africa 
done, Gandhiji listened to the 
call of lus mother land and 
started a unique freedom strug¬ 
gle with Ins principles of 
'NON-VIOLENCE & 

TRUTH 1 . He believed in hat¬ 
ing the sm and not the sinner 
He called Ins principles as 
'Satyagraha' i e. holding fast to 
truth and b emg firm in a right¬ 
eous cause He was thus ready 
to defy and ’willing to suffer 
Hrs non-violence was not of a 
weak person but of a strong 
person with strict rules for his 
foil o wers H e h arb o re d no p er- 
sonal ill-will against the perpe¬ 
trators of ciirne as he believed 
that they w r ere misled. 

'An eye for an eye will 
make the whole world blind'- 
said Gandhi. He not only made 
India free from tire British aile 
but also aimed at a complete 
moral and social regeneration 
and gave a new moral stature 
to India He was a friend of 
man as a man and ah ove all na¬ 
tions, race or religions. To 
him, a goal by itself did not 
justify the means. He insisted 
on achieving a worthy goal 
through pure and moral 
means ' Simple living and high 
thinking' was his motto and he 
relied on self help in alt lus 
daily chores to economise lus 
cost of living Gandhi said,' 
Civilization does not mean 
multiplication but a deliberate 
and voluntary reduction of 
wants The earth provides 
enough to satisfy eveiy man's 
need but not but not every one's 
greed.' He was greatly influ¬ 
enced by the philosophy of 
non-possession as per Gita- a 
world famous Hindu scripture 


He had also studied early in lus 
life about other religions like 
Islam, the new?' testaments of 
Chrl shans, Bu ddhism, J aini sm 
and thus the attitude of respect 
for all religions and desire to 
understand best in each one of 
them were thus planted early in 
lus life. 

Gandhiji always practiced 
what he preached and until lus 
last day at the age of 79, he 
used to spin a wheel called 
‘charkha' to make cotton. This 
L'harkha became a symbol of 
lus principles and teachings 
Gandhiji is rightly said to be a 
saint amongst she politicians 
and a politician amongst the 
saints. The moral influence of 
Gandhi's personality and lus 
gospel of Non Violence Jh 
Truth cannot be weighed in 
any material scale. The value 
of these principles not limited 
to any particular time, genera¬ 
tion or country but it. is his im¬ 
perishable gift to the humanity. 
Gandhiji himself has written 
numerous hook and articles on 
various topics including reli¬ 
gion, universal brotherhood, 
importance of women, educa¬ 
tion, economics, ecology, 
trusteeship and sustainable all- 
round development. He laid 
down sound philosophical 
grounds for the society, its eco¬ 
nomic growth and the politi¬ 
cians In the words of Martin 
Luther King Jr, “The intellec¬ 
tual and moral satisfaction that 
I fail to gam from anywhere 
else, I found in the non-violent 
resistance philosophy of 
Gandhi.'

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Liberty Global says to 
buy Dutch Ziggo for 
10 bn euros 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - US 
cable giant Liberty Global is 
to buy Dutch, operator Ziggo 
in a deal worth ID billion 
euros ($13 7 billion), as the 
US company pushes its 
march into strategic Euro¬ 
pean markets. 

The stock and cash offer 
implies a price of 34.53 euros 
per share, both companies 
said m a statement on Mon¬ 
day. 

"Our combined operations 
will reach over 90 percent of 
all Dutch households allow¬ 
ing us to comp ete more effec¬ 
tively with the other national 
telecommunications and 
satellite platforms m the 
Netherlands, and at the same 
time generate sign: he ant rev¬ 
enue and operating efficien¬ 


cies," said Liberty Global's 
CEO Mike Fnes. 

Colorado-based Liberty 
Global already operates in the 
Netherlands through UPC 
and last year bought, a half- 
billion euro stake in Ziggo, 
its latest acquisition in Eu¬ 
rope after buying Virgin 
Media in a merger valued at 
$33.3 billion. 

Tliat mega-deal covered 
47 million homes and serve 
25 million customers in 14 
countries. 

The purchase of Ziggo 
gives access to seven million 
Dutch homes, providing 10 
million video, broadband in¬ 
ternet and telephony services 
to over four million cus¬ 
tomers, the statement said

BRASILIA (AFP) - An inter¬ 
net campaign calling for US 
intelligence leaker Edward 
Snowden to be granted asylum 
in Brazil has gathered more 
than one million signatures, 
online activist group Avaaz 
said Monday. 

Avaaz launched the cam¬ 
paign a month ago, hoping to 
gain more than one million 
signatories hut now the group 
has revised its target to 1.25 
million. 

The organization believes 
the fugitive Snowden should 
"be recognized as a whistle¬ 
blower acting in the public in¬ 
terest — not as a dangerous 
criminal" after the former Na¬ 
tional Security Agency con¬ 
tractor disclosed details of a 
vast intelligence operation 
monitoring millions of phone 
calls and emails worldwide 

Brazilian President Dilma 
Rousseff slammed Washington 
after it emerged US surveil¬ 
lance had extended to calls 


from within her own office as 
well as major state firms such 
as oil giant Petrobras 

Rousseff cancelled an Oc¬ 
tober visit to the United States 
m protest but has not com¬ 
mented on the possibility of 
offering Snowden asylum. 


Last month, in an open let¬ 
ter to Brazilian media, Snow¬ 
den indicated that "until a 
country grants permanent po¬ 
litical asylum, the US gov¬ 
ernment will continue to 
interfere with my ability to 
speak."

MIAMI (AFP) - Organizers in 
flan da have collected enough 
signatures to put a measure on 
legalizing medical marijuana 
to a vote, activists announced 
on Monday. 

Advocates seeking to legal¬ 
ize pot far medicinal purposes 
in Florida said they exceeded 
the 6 S3,149 signatures needed 
to put the measure on the ballot 
by almost 40,0DO 

"We're thrilled at the 
prospect of making history in 
Florida and helping flondians 
decide compassionate care 
laws," said Ben Pollara, cam¬ 
paign manager of People 
United for Medical Marijuana, 
in a statement, a total of 
7?2,4Id signatures were col¬ 
lected. 

They now must await a rul¬ 
ing from the state Supreme 
Court on the legality and the 
wording o f the m e asure, w r hi eh 
is being challenged by state of¬ 
ficials. 

Republican Governor Rick 
Scott and conservative politi¬ 
cians m tiie state have vowed 
to fight the measure, which 
voters will have the chance to

The issue of recreational and 
medical cannabis use is con¬ 
troversial in the United States, 
where opponents fear crimi¬ 
nality tied to drug abuse and 
addiction, and say pot use 
could lead to dependence on 
harder drugs.

came the first state to legalize 
medical marijuana 

Meanwhile, Colorado has 
gone one step farther, allowing 
adults in the state beginning 
tins month to buy small 
amounts of marijuana for 
recreational use. 

According to an October 
JO 13 Gallup poll, 53 percent of 
Americans favor legalizing 
marijuana.

Peru's President Ollanta Hu- 
mala said the decision was 
"reason for satisfaction." "We 
have won more than 70 percent 
of our entire demand," Humala 
said. “Tins ruling will be ad¬ 
hered to and respected by Peru 
and we are confident that. Chile 
will similarly abide by it" 

With flags waving and faces 
painted in the national red and 
white colors, Peruvians in the 
square listened attentively as 
the ruling was read out 


When a map was shown 
with the new maritime limits 
that appeared to favor their 
side, Peruvians began celebrat¬ 
ing, accompanied by musi¬ 
cians playing traditional songs 
The ICJ judges confirmed 
Chile's sovereignty over wa¬ 
ters up to 30 nautical miles 
from the coast but handed 
Lima a large swathe of fish- 
rieh ocean beyond that limit 
In doing so, they changed 
the boundaries that Chile has 
claimed under treaties signed 
with Peru in the early 1950s 


Peru filed suit with the court in

In a message from Santi¬ 
ago's La Moneda presidential 
palace, Pinerasaid the decision 
meant Chile must cede eco¬ 
nomic rights to 30,000 to 
33,000 square kilometers 
(7,700 to 3,500 square miles) 
west of the 80-mile hunt.

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One in 4 Japan tsunami children 
needs psychiatric care 


TOKYO (AFP) - One m four 
nursery school children caught 
up m Japan's; JO 11 tsunami dis¬ 
aster has psychiatric problems 
caused by the horrors d£ loss 
and destruction, with experts 
warning of a dire shortage of 
psychiatrists. 

Researchers say that for 
some children, the effects may 
be felt throughout their life¬ 
times unless they get the help 
they so urgently need. 

A study found 05 9 percent 
of children aged between three 
and five suffer from symptoms 
including vertigo, nausea and 


headaches, with some exhibit¬ 
ing worrying behaviour such 
as violence or withdrawal 

Youngsters were scaned by 
losing friends, seeing their 
homes destroyed, by separa¬ 
tion from parents or by the 
sight of the huge wall of water 
that crashed ashore, the study 
team said 

Tire group, led by professor 
Shi geo Kure of To ho ku Uni¬ 
versity School of Medicine, 
said young children who do 
not receive the necessary care 
could develop much worse 
pro b 1 em s in 1 ater h fe. 


These could include devel¬ 
opmental disorders and learn¬ 
ing disabilities, which would 
affect academic achievement 
and employment prospects, "as 
they may have trouble in com¬ 
municating with other people 
due to the influence of experi¬ 
ences related to the disaster", 
Kure told AFP 
More than IS,ODD people 
died when a 9 0-magnitude un¬ 
dersea earthquake sent a tow¬ 
ering tsunami into Japan's 
northeast coast in March 2011 
The country's worst post- 
World War 11 disaster was 
compounded by reactor melt¬ 
downs at the Fukushima nu¬ 
clear power plant, which sent, 
tens of thousands of people 
fleeing from radiation. 

Researchers looked at 17S 
children whose parents or 
guardians agreed to cooperate 
m the three areas worst-hit by 
the catastrophe — Iwate, 
Miyagi and Fukushima. 

They used an internationally 
recognised child behaviour 
checklist and met children be¬ 
tween September 2012 and 
June last year 

The level of children who 
need psychiatric care is up to 
three times that seen in parts of 
Japan unaffected by the disas¬ 
ter — for example, S.5 percent 
of children in Mie prefecture in 
central Jap an need help

MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - 
Uruguayan scientists, taking 
adv anta ge o f th eir co untry's 1 e - 
galization of marijuana, will 
study the long-term effects of' 
the drug on sleep, a local 
newspaper reported. 

A multi-disciplinary group 
of researchers from the Uni¬ 
versity of the Republic will 
launch its study as soon as the 
law -- approved in early De¬ 
cember to regulate the pro due- 
tion, sale and distribution of 
marijuana -- goes into farce, 
the El Ob served or newspaper 
reported Sunday.

It authorizes the production, 
distribution and sale of 
cannabis, allows individuals to 
grow their own on a small 
scale, and creates consumer 
clubs -- all under state supervi¬ 
sion and control. 

The legalization of mari¬ 
juana m the small country of 
ju st 5.2 million mil abi t ants has 
also drawn the interest of phar¬ 
maceutical companies around 
the world, who want to buy the 
drug for medical uses. 


Hong Kong to cull 20,000 
chickens after H7N9 found 


HONG KONG (AFP) - Hong Kong will cull approximately 
20,000 chickens after discovering the H7N3 avian in¬ 
fluenza virus In a batch of poultry imported from main¬ 
land China r authorities said Monday. The positive 
reading came just days after the southern Chinese city 
introduced widespread testing of imported five poultry 
following growing public concern over the safety of im¬ 
ports, particularly from the mainland. Two people have 
died from the human form of the virus in Hong Kong 
si nee the first infection was publicly reported in Decem- 
ber.On Friday the city introduced a serological test for 
H7 avian influenza in live poultry and soon discovered a 
batch that tested positive for the virus. Hong Kong 
health minister Ko Wing-man told reporters late Monday. 
"Ail the poultry in the wholesale market will be destroyed 
tomorrow morning... the total number of chickens con¬ 
cerned amounts to 20,000/' Ko said, declaring the mar¬ 
ket to be an "infected place". Hong Kong is particularly 
alert to the spread of viruses after an outbreak of Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syndrome jSARS) swept through the 
city in 2003, killing 299 people and infecting around 
1,300. The H7N3 outbreak began in China in February 
2013 and reignited fears that a virus could mutate to be¬ 
come easily transmissible, potentially triggering a pan¬ 
demic.

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - Ar¬ 
gentina eased unpopular re¬ 
strictions on its citizens buying 
d oil ar s M on d ay. aft er ail d win g 
the peso to plummet m value 
last week m a bid to stem cap¬ 
ital hi gilt. 

The peso held its value in 
early trading Monday at a little 
over eight to the dollar, the fi¬ 
nancial website Ambito.com 
said, as the new policy soft¬ 
ened controls in place since 
2011 

Buenos Aires kept a $100 D 
monthly limit on hard currency 
its citizens will be allowed to 
purchase 

Jorge Capitamch, head of 
President Cristina Kirchner's 
cabinet, told a news confer¬ 
ence that large businesses and 
investors will be remain barred 
from die hard currency pur¬ 
chases 

Instead, he said, permission 
to purchase dollars will be re¬ 
stricted tD "salaried workers, 
professionals, self-employed 
workers and small business 
owners," whD earn more than 
$90D (7, 2 DO pesos) a month 

Sales are also limited to 20 
percent of earnings, according 
to AF1P the national tax 
agency, winch must approve 
the transactions. 

If their request is approved, 
he said, they will be given ac¬ 
cess to the dollars after 12 
hours. 

Capitanich said the govern¬ 
ment has reversed a decision 
announced East week to lower 
a surcharge on credit card pur¬ 
chases ahroad and dollar pur¬ 
chases for foreign travel from 
35 percent to 3D percent.

The recent economic up¬ 
heaval comes 13 years after 
Buenos Aires roiled financial 
markets by defaulting on 
nearly $100 billion in bonds, 
unleashing a tidal wave of cap¬ 
ital flight and runaway infla¬ 
tion.

MARIEL (AFP) - Cuba inau¬ 
gurated its new Mariel "mega¬ 
port" Monday, m hopes the 
project will symbolize a more 
open stance towards com¬ 
merce and become a regional 
hub for shipments despite a 
lack of investment and the US 
economic embargo. 

Leading the ceremony were 
Cuban President Raul Castro 
and his Brazilian counterpart 
Dilma Rousseff whose coun¬ 
try provided teclinical and fi¬ 
nancial help for the port's 
construction in the joint proj¬ 
ect. 

Only the first 700 meters 
(2,300 feet) of what is slated 
to be a 2,40D-meter quay were 
inaugurated Monday, with 
hopes the project will wel¬ 
come one million containers 
per year when finished 

"From this moment, Mariel 
j s p art a f the Cuban and Latin - 
Arn eric an port system" C astro 
said "It's die first phase of the 
project, we must continue 
working," he said. 

After cutting an inaugural 
ribbon with Castro, Rousseff 
said that "Brazil is proud to be 
associated with Cuba on this 
project, the first large terminal 
port for containers in the 
Caribbean. 11 

But Mariel, located 45 kilo¬ 
meters west of Havana, still 
faces major hurdles including 
lack of investment and the 
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American economic embargo 
placed an the communist is¬ 
land for tiie last half- century. 

Cuba is hoping to establish 
itself as a regional hub for 
shipments from Asia after an 
expansion of the Panama 
Canal is completed in 3015, 
allowing for the passing of 
larger ships carrying up to 
13,000 containers. 

The largest infrastructure 
project ever launched by 
Cuba, Mariel will cover some 
465 square kilometers and in¬ 
clude a free-trade zone where 
forei gn-owned factories can 
produce goods for other mar¬ 
kets 

Authorities are hoping the 
goods redistributed across the 
Atlantic from Cuba will allow 
die island nation to re assume 
the status of commercial 
nerve center it once held dur¬ 
ing die Spanish empire's grasp 
on Latin America. 

Cuban authorities have al¬ 
ready indicated that they AArill 
target high-tech businesses, 
particularly in agro-business, 
biotechnology and informa¬ 
tion technology. 

According to Ana Igarza, 
director of Man els Special 
Development Zone (ZED), 
“investment proposals" have 
already been put forth by 
businesses in Brazil, Mexico, 
Argentina, Chile and the Do¬ 
minican Republic. 

F^ousseff said Monday that 
Brazil wants to be a "first- 
order economic ally to Cuba * 
Her government already fi¬ 
nanced 1303 million of the 
first phase of tire project and 
$209 million towards its free- 
trade commercial zone 

And a logistical base is al¬ 
ready in place far foreign 
businesses related to oil. A 
highway and railway linking 
the port to Havana are already 
under construction. 

But all these projects re¬ 
quire capital that is still 
largely lacking, particularly in 
light of the US embargo 


"We need investments of 
around $3 billion per year," 
Cuban economist Juan Tirana, 
of the University of Havana, 
recently estimated. 

The opening of the megaport 
comes as the communist is¬ 
land prepares to push through 
a new law on foreign invest¬ 
ment in March meant to at¬ 
tract much-needed capital for 
the country's sagging eco¬

Built by the Brasilian com¬

NEW YORK (AFP) - With up 
to $6Q D million in economic 
impact from this week's Super 
Bowl, it's no wonder New 
York wants to became a lng,h- 
rotatron hast of America's 
bi ggest sporting spectacle 

But other National Football 
League team owners look at 
New York and echo Frank 
Sinatra's famous song, saying 
if the first cold-weather out- 
da or Super Bowl can make it 
there, it can make it anywhere 
-- and bring that financial 
boost with it 

N ew York Giants co -own er 
and organising committee co- 
chairman Jonathan Tisch esti¬ 
mated the economic impact on 
the New York metre area at 
$550 million to $600 million 

That includes not only 
spending from some of the es¬ 
timated 400,000 visitors to the 
region for Super Bowl-related 
activities but also marketing 
benefits that might lure tourists 
and convention business from 
around the globe. 

Super Bowls have only been 
played in warm cities like 
Mi ami. New Orleans or San 
Diego or in domed stadiums in 
cold cities like Detroit, Min¬ 
neapolis or Indianapolis. 

If tins pioneering effort is a 
success, it nilglit just give team 
owners in a dozen outdoor, 
cold-weather markets like 
Clue ago. Green Bay, Denver 
or Buffalo the notion that they 
can win a chance to hast the 
big game and reap the benefits 

New York typically gets 
plenty of attention from con¬ 
vention groups and tourists 
even without a Super Bowl, 
but organizaing committee 
president Al Kelly said the key 
is die cold-weather timing 
Tliere are also charity ini¬ 
tiatives for the region that in¬ 
clude rebuilding some areas 
damaged by Hurricane Sandy 
in 2012. 

The NFL's annual television 
rights fees will reach $b billion 
tins year while a 30-second 
Super Bowl television com¬ 
mercial will sell for a record $4 
million tins year - , enduring 
profits for media partners for 
some of America's most 
watched telecasts 

Ticket prices are at record 
highs and NFL executive vice 
president Eric Grub man says 
there is no concern that they 
have overestimated the desire 
of fans to pay higher puces on 
the resale market to sit in the 
cold at the game.
